HE WAS UNCONSCIOUS. 


The Weak Plea of a Young Man Convicted 
of a Horrible Crime, 

Wasutncton, February 9.—The jury in the 
case of John L. West, charged with intent te 
commitan outrage on Mrs. Mary I. Page, to- 
night brought in a verdict of guilsy on both 
indictments, after being out five hours. A mo- 
tion was made for a new trial, and sentence 
was suspended. The maximum penalty which 
can be imposed for these two crimes is twenty 
years. The case has awakened more than local 
interest. Both parties are clerks in the same 
room in the general land office. 

On the night of November 19 West broke 
into Mrs. Page’s house and attempted to chlo- 
reform and outrage her, but was frightened off 
by her screams and the appearance of her 
mother and daughter, 

next morning he called at Mrs. Pages’s 
house, and said he had a dim consciousness of 
uavinpg. been there the night before, and 
inquired if he had done anything wrong. He 
left the house, and on his trial claimed that 
he did not fully realize what he had done 
until later in the morning he read an account 
of the affair in the newspapers. On reading 
these accounts he immediately left the city, 
and alleged that he knew nothing more until 
he found himself in New Branswick, a few 
days Jater. He returned and gave himself up 
to the police: On his trial, the defense ad- 
mitted the facts charged, but claimed that they 
were due to a sudden fit of unconsciousness, 
the result of hereditary insanity, and ac- 
counted for the chloroform by stating that it 
was purchased for a weak ankle with which 
West was afflicted. 


THE RETALIATION BILLS. 


Democrats Interview the President on the 
Fisheries Question. 

WASHINGTON, February %.—Several demo- 
cratic members of the house committee on 
foreign affairs had an interview with the 
president today in connection with the retalia- 
tory fisheries legislation now pending in con- 
gress. The interview was strictly confidential. 
Ike president sought toimpress upon mem- 
bers of the committee the necessity of mak- 
ing very clear and free from ambiguity any 
measure relating to the subject of fisheries 
which congress might see fit to pass. If there 
wes to be any legislation on the subject, he 
said. it should state definitely whether the 
railroads and all other carriers were to be in- 
cluded inthe prohibition. While the president 
did not commit himself to any legislation on the 
subject, thé gentlemen present gathered from 
his remarks that as between the two bills, he 
favored the house bill for the reason that it is 
moreexplicit and mandatory in its character.

“No direct advices have been received from 
Mr. Helfer since. his arrest on Monday. I 
bave bad, however, some personal experience 
of the methods adopted for the annoyance of 
commercial travelers in the southern states, 
and think that some interstate act should be 
passed to protect them as much as the 
railroad ° interests. ln many of 
the southern states special license 
is requircd in every county to 
do business, and those who show samples with- 
out it are liable to arrest. A number of men 
who do not work hang around the hotels and 
postofiice for the purpose of entrapping unwary 
commereial travelers. They have no salaries, 
but receive as their pay half the fine imposed. 
It is to their interest to have such travelers ar- 
rested rather than inform them of what is re- 
quired by the law. The storekeepers in differ- 
ent places pay the license, and local jobbers do 
all they can to discourage travelers. . Judging 
from the telegraphic report, Mr. Helfer did 
wrong to try and evade the license law, but it 
may have been done through ignorance.’ 


THE WHITE RIVER ACCIDENT.

Fighty-five Persons Known to Have Been on 
" the Iil-Fated Train. 

WHITE RIVER JUNCTION, Vt, February 9.— 
A mest careful revision, the accuracy of which 
is indisputable, shows the following estimate 
of the number of persons on the wrecked train 
and how accounted for up to 10 a. m. today, 
which makes the number of killed thirty-two. 
There were brought to Windsor, on the Con- 
necticut River road, 30 people: to White River 
Juoction, on the Boston and Lowell road, 37; 
taken on at White River Junction, 6; train 
men, 12: total on train, 85. Accounted for as 
follows: Injured, per surgeon’s official list, 
36: dead bodies recovered to Sunday, surgeon's 
count, 27: found Sunday, 5; known to have 
gone north on trains, 12; known to have re- 
turned home, 5: total, 85. These figures may 
be changed by the probable presence of chil- 
dren without tickets on the train who have 
not yet been heard from. 

The previous computations of the total 
number of passengers on the wrecked train is 
tonight increased by six, making ninety-one 
known to kave been there. This increase is 
the result of evidence introduced before the 
commissioners, showing that there were thirty- 
six persons.on the Connecticut river train, who 
who were transferred to the Central Vermont, 
instead of thirty as at first stated 
by the conductor. His present statement 
is verified by ticket office reports. This leaves 
six passengers still unaccounted for, and for 
whom there is room in the flexibility of the sur-

on Sunday. The total number of ideatified 
dead up to this morning is seveat.e*, the list 
having been increased by one today through 
the identification of the remains of Harry 
Brocks, of Boston, whose body is tonight being 
taken to Cornwall, Canada, by relatives.

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WASHINGTON TALK 


ON VARIOUS SUBJECTS OF PUBLIC 
INTEREST. 


A High Compliment to Congressman Blount—The 
Corresponder ce Relative to General Jackson’s 
Resignation—Wili Secretary Bayard 
Bend it to the Sezate- Notes, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, February 9,—{Special.J—I 
recently heard an ex-member of congress Who 
served ten years in the house pay Mr. Blount, 
of Georgia, a very high compliment. He said: 

“The neatest piece of work that has been 
done at this session was the postoffice appro- 
priation bill. Though it carried nearly fifty- 
three million dollars, and affected directly 
every community in the country, it was passed 
by the house in a few minutes, and exactly as 
Mr. Blount had proposed it. Not a Ictter 
was changed. I saw the same 
thing happen at the last session, It was then 
unprecedented. When I was in congress there 
was always a long debate over the postoflice 
bill, and nearly every time the original draft 
was pretty heavily sprinkled with amend- 
ments. It isa high tribute to Mr. Blount that 
the house passed both the postoftice bills he has 
precented without amendment. 

Mr. Biount was indeed fortunate to repeat 
his remarkable success of last session. He was 
enabled to do so because he enjoys the confi- 
dence of the house inas high a degree as any 
manin it. He is thoroughly equipped for any 
effort he makes. An experience of fourteen 
years in congress, and industrious applications 
to public questions during that entire period, 
have mace him one of the most eflicient lead- 
ers inthe house. As chairman of the post- 
oflice committee he has distinguished himself 
and added to an already strong influencein 
cOD gress. 

REFORMING ABUSES, 

First Comptroller Durham is endeavoring to 
get the officers of the federal courts to co- 
operate with him in the effort to reform many 
abuses Which have grown upin the adminis- 
tration of the federal statutes. The comptrol- 
ler thinks there is much unnecessary expense 
for marshals’ and commissioners’ fees arising 
from frivulous prosecutions, and, in many in- 
stances, from collisions between the commis: 
sioners and deputy marshals. Judge Durham 
has been urging the district attorneys to adopt 
strict rules in reference to prosecutions and to 
keep a close guard over the conduct, of commis- 
sioners and deputy marshals. Inthe comptrol- 
ler’s office I find the following correspondence 
reflects credit on the attorney of the United 
States for the Northern district of Georgia:

GENERAL JACKSON'S RESIGNATION, 
General Henry R. Jackson was in Washing- 
ton a few days ago with the committce of citi- 
zchns of Savannah who were trying to get an 
increased appropriation for that harbor. The 
general's visit had no relation to his resigna- 
tich as minister to Mexico. It has been over 
two weeks since Serator Brown introduced his 
resolution requesting the secretary of state to 
furnish the senate the papers referring to 
General Jackson’s resignation. The reso- 
lution was promptly adopted by 
the senate and sent to the secretary of state. 
Itis known that General Jackson resigned 
because he could not agree with the state de- 
partmentas to the proper action of our govern- 
ment in reference to the seizure and confisca- 
tion of the steamship “Rebecca” by the Mexican 
authorities. The correspondence which led to 
the resiguation is awaited with much interest, 
especially by those who know its character. It 
is quite voluminous and is said to be very 
spirited on both sides. A gentleman, who had 
the privilege of seeing copies of these letters, 
tells me that they are remarkably spicy, and 
would make interesting reading for the public. 

“But,” he added, “I don’t think the pub- 
lic will ever see them. I don’t think Secretary 
Bayard will comply with ‘the request of the 
senate. Such requests are prefaced 
by a clause which leaves it to the judg- 
ment of the secretary to determine whether 
a compliance wil! be compatible with the pub- 
licinterest. In thiscase I think Mr. Bayard 
will decline to send the papers to the senate.” 

Itis said that General Jackson and his 
friends are anxious to have the entire corres- 
poudence published. 

THE TURKISH MISSION, 

which Sunset Cox resigned to resume the 
more congenial occupation of congressman, is a 
diplomatic plan tor which many hands are 
outstretched. The most prominent 
candidates for it are General P. M. B. Young, 
of Georgia; General Egbert L. Viele, of New 
York and General Wm. R. Cox, of North 
Carolina. Thetwo last named are retiring 
members of congress. Poth are in favor with 
the administration. General Cox because he 
has been a staunch champion in the house of 
the president’s civil service ideas, and General 
Viele because he was a friend and supporter of 
Mr. Cleveland in New York politics as weil as 
since his elevation to the presidency. 

General Young gave up the consul generalsuip 
at St. Petersburg because he could not stand 
the climate. Everybody who has tried it pro- 
nounces it intolerable to a person who has been 
used to such asweet climate as blesses north 
Georgia. We have had more diplomatic ser- 
vants to die at St. Petersburg than at any other 
place. The rigors of the climate make living 
very expensive there. General Young told me 
tbat he was compelled topay $200 for an over- 
cort.that would keep him warm. 

1 hear it is probable that if General Young 
is not selected for the Turkish mission he will 
be sent to an important court in South 
America. 

OUR CONSUL AT CHEMNITz. 


A United States consul who has been through 
a trying experience within the past year is 
now in Washington on leave. This is Mr. 
George Tanner, ‘onset ly of Atlanta. He has 
been in the conswar service about eight years, 
having served at Liege, in South America, and 
at Chemnitz. 

His difficulties at the latter city arose out of 
the honest and thorough discharge of his duty. 
At Chemnitz, they manufacture great quanti- 
ties of goods for export to the United States, 
gloves and hosiery being among the principal 
articles. Mr. Tanner, in his consular reports 
to the state department, exposes some of the 
methods by which the manufacturers at 
Chemnitz palmed off their meanest 
products on our market. When news 
of his report reached Chemnitz, the 
was great indignation.

All the fat places have dis- 
appeared under this rule, and if the average 
United States consul comes out even he is doing 
well. There has always been much exaggera- 
tion a8 to the money value of the choice p'aces 
in this service. The letters of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, who was sent by his friend, President 
Pierce, as consul to Liverpool, show that the 
office was worth about one-fourth its reputed 
value. The Japanese and Chinese both pay 
their diplomatic corps better than we pay ours. 
The British minister at Washington is paid 
three times as much as our minister to England, 
though that position is at the head of our 
diplomatic list and the English minister at 
Washington is rated in dignity and pay belew 
at least half a dozen other ministers of his

-LEIGHTON’S SHORTAGE. 


The Clerkjof Boston’s City Court Straighten- 
ing Up His Books. 

PosTON, February 9.—A statement was pub- 
lished this morning that John C. Leighton, for 
nineteen years clerk of the municipal criminal 
court in this city, is short in hisaccounts to a 
large amount, but thefexact sum of the defalca- 
tion could not be known until the expert now 
engaged on the books completes his labors. 
City Auditor Dodge was credited with the as- 
sertion that the total will be perhaps $200,000 
ormore. Later in the day Auditor Dodge re- 
pudia.ed the statements attributed to him and 
said Leighton’s accounts would not, under 
any circumstances, come under his 
supervision. The investigation now in pro- 
gress was being made under the direction of 
judges of the court. Leighton is a man of 
means. He recently resigned, and informed 
the judges that his books would show that 
they are not correct, but that it was attribut- 
able to unintentional errors on his part, and he 
was ready to make the deficiency good when 
the amount was ascertained. An expert was 
then put to work on the books, but the busi- 
ness is of a character that makes it difficult to 
investigate. Judge Forsaith, one of the judges 
of the court, today assured a reporter that the 
discrepancy in Leighton’s accounts was com- 
paratively small, and that Leighton could 
straighten it without drawing heavily on his 
purse. The judge laughed at the idea of the 
amount reaching $200,000.

Dunbam’s body was so badly torn by hogs as 
to make it impessible to ascertain how he was 
killed. It is the opinion that Mrs. Danham 
will recover and throw light upon the tragedy. 
At present it is thought that Danham killed 
his child, attempted to kill his wife, and then 
kijled himself,

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| GIVING UP THE FIGHT 


AND ASKING TO BE TAKEN BACK 
TO THEIR OLD POSITIONS. 


Failure of the Longshoremen’s Strike in New York— 
Tre Men Seeking Employment on the Piers— 
Over Three Thousand New Men Em- 
ployed in the Strikers’ Places. 


New YorK, February 9.—A great many 
strikers are straggling back to work, applyiag 


cases they applied to be taken back in 
their places, they were refused employment, 
and in other cases, they were welcomed. The 
longshoremen on Ward’s Cuban steamship 
docks returned to work today on the old terms. 
Some of the strikers admitted that there were 
too many men in the business for the unions to 
combat the companies successfully. It seems 
tobe aclearer case of defeat of the freight 
handlers and longshoremen than of the coal 
handlers, whose cause the former 
two classes of labor espoused. There 
are mutterings of a threatened general strike 

on the Reading railroad in support of the 
coal handlers, notwithstanding published 
statements that an amicable agreement had 
been reached between representatives of the 
company and the diiferent classes of labor em- 
ployed by it. If this strike occurs, it will -be 
a serious one for the road, although it is not 
likely to help the strikers on the other lines. 

A statement is published today that strikes 
in the coal carrying trade have diminished by 
80,000 tons the amount of coal tha¢é would 
otherwise have reached points of ultimate de- 
livery up to date. 


The Commercial Advertiser says, regarding 
the big strike: 

The strike of the railroad freight handlers in this 
city was a week old lastnight. The lougshoremen 
quit work on January 27th. Both strikes are now 
admitted, even by their projectors, to be failures. 
They have not helped the cause of the coal hand- 
lers, nor brought about any increase of pay. They 
have rot even seriously interfered with the busi- 
ness of the companies against which the move- 
ment was directed. There never was a great labor 
movementin New York city which failed so mis- 
erably as these strikes. At the present time there 
are 5,714 freight handlers and longshoremen idle 
in New York ciiy as a result of the 
strike. Twoweeks ago, these men had steady 
employment at good wages. Most of these laborers 
will never régain the places they left at the com- 
mand of the Knights of Labor. Probably one-half 
of the men who have taken the strikers’ places 
have been brought from other cities. Now that 
they have secured good and steady employment. 
they will stay. The strikers have, therefore, suc- 
ceeded in adding 3,000 to the poor laborers of New 
York and have thus decreased their own chances 
fur getting ompynest hereafter, besides the wa- 
ges they have lost and the suffering they haye 
brought on themselves and their families. These 
are the only tangible results the strikers have gain- 
ed. The lossin wages to date is an item a great 
deal larger than most persons imagine. There are 
1,545 freight handlers on the East 
and North river, who have, with today, 
lost seven days’ work on accountgof the strike. 
Their average wages when at work are $1.50 a day. 
Chey have lost, therefore, $15,186 since they have 
been idle. There are 7,200 longshoremen along 
North and East rivers who will have been idle on 
account of the strike two weeks tomorrow. Prob- 
ably they averaged $2.50 a day for the most part at 
this season of the year. On this basis of caleula- 
tion, the eleven days the longshoremen have been 
idle have cost them $198,000, or a total cost on the 
two Strikes of $211,186 thus far in the matter of 
wagés,

CHAMPION, Mich., February 9.—Four hun- 
dred and fifty iron miners and surface men 
struck bere yesteaday. They demanded that 
two mine bosses be discharged and met with a 
refusal. Two hundred surface men returned 
to work tcday on the pretext that the pending 
trouble only concerns the underground men. 
The company remains firm and is waiting 
for developments. It is feared that 
the strike at Champion will cause similar dis- 
tvurbances throughout the district. Many of 
the largest wines are determined to shut down 
if the trouble becomes serious. It is said that 
the strike is a Knight of Labor affair, but that 
the miners do not care to have it known as 
such through fear of Mr. Barry, of the execu- 
tive board, who censured the assembly severely 
on theoceasion of the recent strike. Every- 
thing is quiet and orderly thus far.

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THE POPE’S WISH. 


That the Catholics of Germany Support the 
Government, 

BERLIN, February 9.—The Munich Allge- 
meine Zeitung publishes Cardinal Jacobini’s 
letter to the nuncie at Munich. It is dated 
January 3. The cardinal says that in view of 
the impending revision of the church laws, 
the pope desires the center to support the 


septennate bill in every possible way and con- 
cludes: , 


Itiswell known the government attaches the 
eatest importance to the passage of the bill. If 
1y Its adoption it should be found possible to avert 
the dangerof warin the near future, the center 
would render great service to the fatherland and 
to the cause of humanity in Europe by supporting 
the bill. In the contrary case, the hostile attitude 
of the center would be considered unpatriotic, and 
a dissolution of the reichstag would cause embar- 
rassinents and uncertainties to the center party. 
Cardinal Jacobini instructs the nuncio to 
urge the leaders of the center to influence their 
colleagues in favor of the septennate, and as- 
sure them that such a course would greatly 
satisfy the holy father. 

_BERLIN, February 9.—The Roman Catholic 
bishop of Limburg, in Hesse-Nassau, Prussia, 
bas forbidden the clergy of his diocese to take 
part in any agitation against the septennate 
bill. He declares thatin view of the recent 
note of Cardinal Jacobini, giving expression to 
the pope’s wish that the Catholics of Germany 
help the position of the papacy by assisting 
Bismarck to carry his bill, and thus securing 
his friendship and influence, the newly elected 
member of the center party in the reichstag 
for Limbiug must not be impeded by ante- 
election pledges from carrying out the wishes 
of the vatican. It is believed that all other 
German-Catholic bishops will pursue a course 
similar to that of the bishop of Limburg. 

ROME, February 9.—It is expected that Car- 
dinal Jacobini’s letter to the nuncio at Munich 
will lead toa lively debate in the chamber of 
ceputies. The letteris thought to confer the 
hope of the vatican that Germany will exert 
pressure on Italy to yield to the vatican’s 
wishes. The Official Jonrnal says: 

The letter gives us a painful impression, because 
we can read in its inner thought and final scope 
the policy of the vatican toward Germany.

An Interesting Case Now Being Tried in 
Cartersville. 
CARTERSVILLE, Ga., February 9.—[Special. | 
The case of the State vs. Dr. Thos. H. Baker, 
charged with complicity in the blowing up of 
Commissioner Collins’ house in January 1556, 
is on trial in the superior court. 
It will be remembered that Tobe and Sam 
Jackson have already been convicted of this 
crime. The former is now serving out a ten- 
vear sentence in the penitentiary. The latter 
hed his trial in the superior court last year, 
and is now in jail awaiting the sentence of the 
court. Dr. Baker’s trial will conclude these 
celebrated cases, and on accoufit of his high 
professional standing, his superior intelligence 
and reputation as a public man, the charge 
against him and his trial have created no 
little interest. Since the beginning of the 
trial 
THE COURT ROOM HAS BEEN FILLED 
with a crowd of anxicus listeners. All 
available space in the large room was 0oc- 
cupied. This is perhaps the most celebrated 
case tried in the annals of this county, 
and on account of the serious charge 
made, and the high position of theaccused will 
go into the history of Geo: gia jurispradence as 
a causus celebra. This case was called the first 
thing upon the assembling of the court on last 
Menday morning, and not until late in the 
afternoon was a jury secured.

An Over.Confident Constable Loses a Prisoner— 
Almost a Panic — Hotel Changes ~— A Heavy

Macon, Ga. February 9.—[Special.]—On 
Mopday morning Chief of Police Wiley re- 
ceived a telegram from G. W. Pennington, of 
Toombsboro, asking himto arrest a negro 
named John Banyan, who would arrive in 
Macon on the night train. A description of 
the negro was alsosent. Officers Yeager and 
Holmes were detailed to meet the train and 
take charge of the prisoner. Upon the arrival 
ofthe train the arrest was made, and the 
negro was locked up at the 
barracks. Chief Wiley,as soon as this was done, 
wired Pennington to come and get his prisoner. 
Pennington come up yesterday, and went to 
the city hal], where he identified the negro as 
the one he wanted. He then told Stationhouse 
Keeper Henry that he would call for the pris- 
oner that night, so that he would be able to 
carry him back to Toomsboro on the 10:30 train. 
At about 10 o’clock last night Pennington 
came to the city hall in a hack. He appeared 
to be somewhat under the influence of liquor. 
He told Stationhouse Keeper Henry that he 
hadn’t enough money to pay the charges and 
would have to wait until this morning to carry 
his prisoner to Toombsboro. The prisoner was 
brought out and begged Pennington not to 
keep him locked up, as he wished to see his 
father, who lived in Vineville. He begged so 
earnestly that Pennington, who was strictly on 
the town, finally consented to let him off on the 
condition that he would report at the hall in 
the morning, and willingly return to Toombs- 
boro with the constable. The confused oflicer 
consented to this very unreasonable proposition, 
and the prisoner was turned over to Mr. 
Pennington by Mr. ‘Henry. The constable then 
released him and left the hall. The negro also 
made himself scarce,and at once left for his 
father’s house. As was expected by all but Mr. 
Penington, the negro failed to putin hisappear- 
ance thismorning. Mr. Penmington, however, 
wes cn time and seeemed confident that Ban- 
yan would show up. After waiting some time, 
the constable left the hall for the depot, when 
he took the train for his home, a much sadder 
and wiser man. 

The crime the negro was charged with is 
stealing property that had been levied on. It 
seems that Banyan has been living in the 
neighborhood of Toombsboro for a long time. 
Recently a man came there employing hands 
to go to Alabama to work on a railroad. 
Banyan was among those who agreed to go. 
While at the train Pennington levied on Ban- 
yan’s baggage because he had not paid his poll 
tax fer the preceding year. When the train 
started Banyan seized his bundle and jumped 
on the train. It was too late for the constable 
to get him and Colonel Wiley was tslegraphed 
to make the arrest. These ara 
the facts of the case as told your corresponden’ 
by Stationhouse Keeper Henry, and fully ex- 
onerates the Macon police from any blame in 
the entire matter.

cost. Before going into possession, the lessee 
gave the following receipt: 

“Received of M. B. Millenthe property of 
ro: Liberty County Land and Lumber Compa- 
1y, consisting of the saw-mill property, engines 
an nd boilers, skids, logs, ways,~- track, buildings 
and all other appurtenances; also the planing 
machine, its engines,boiler and all its tools and 
ippurtenances; also the locomotive and its tools 
and appurtenances and log tracks now in use 
at station 37. Savannah, Florida and Western 
Railway: together with all the machinery, tram 
roads, railroad iron, laid and not laid. mules, 
wagons, ‘arts, tools, buildings, lands, 
timber and every other appurtenant 
belonging to the saw = mill and 
planing mill, or either of them, of the said com- 
pany. This receipt embraces the inventory of 
the ce mpany’s property as taken on August 
15th, 1685, also all of the betterments and a- 
ditions to plant made tothe property of the 
company by M. B. Millen during his lease, as 
is more particularly set forth in exhibits mark- 
cd No. 1 and No. 2, and includes the stock in 
colsmissary store as per inventory taken on 
Janugry 21 and 1684, by I. S. Sandford 
and ®. Holland, being an aggregate of 51,019, 
being first cost at Savannah, and free of charge 
for freights and drayages,”’ 

The lessee having suffered the rent to fall in 
arrears, the lessor sued out a distress warrant 
and caused it to be tevied,on the entire stock, 
including that which was delivered to him by 
the company, and alsothat which he purchased 
subsequently to keep up the supply and which 
he mingled with the old stock, The lessee ob- 
tained a homestead, covering mainly the goods 
purchased and brought into the stock after he 
took posse@ion. The company dismissed the 
levy and brought trover for the property de- 
livered to the lessee as an exemption: 

Held, that the stock of goods contained in 
the store when the lease was given and that 
with which it was replenished from time to 
time were not a part of the plant of the ma- 
chinery leased. Webster's Dict., verb. “plant.” 

. The defendant did not hold the stores in 
ti = for the company, nor was he under obli- 
gation to keep and return to them an account 
of sales made of the same; nor can he be held 
accountable for mingling the goods subse- 
quently purchased by him with those he 
originally bought from the plaintiff, so as to 
subject him to loss in case of his inability to 
distinguish the two. Code, 7331. 

(a) The maxim of Lord Bacon that, “al- 
though the grant ofa future interest is in- 
valid, yet a declaration precedent may oe 
mace, which will take effect on the interven 
ticn of some new act,” does not apply to this 
case, £0 as to show title in the company to the 
goods acquired after the lease, it appearing 
that after the lessee acquired the property, he 
did not do any act indicating@¥is intention that 
they should pass under the co ontract, and he 
not having consented to the company’s taking 
possession thereof. Broom Leg. Max., 497-502.

Brotber Watterson, of the Courier-Journal, 
as our readers know, has been boasting re- 
cently that he members of the whisky ring 
desire nothing better in this world than to 
be permitted to pay the tax on their product. 
At the same time, in a little trade organ of 
the Kentucky Distillers’ association, we find 
the following significant telegram. It is 
headed ‘‘The Bonded Period—Congressman 
Breckinridge’s Bill to Indefinitely Extend 
It.’ This is the telegram : 

WASHINGTON, January 30.—Congressman Breck- 
inridge, of Kentucky, expects to have Tuesday, 
February 1, or the following Tuesday, fixed for the 
consideration of the bill toamend the laws relat- 
ing tothe entry of distilled spirits, and the with- 
drawal of the same sothat the tax thereon shail 
not be paid until the spirits are withdrawn for cor- 
sumption or sale. This measure was reported from 
the ways and means committee in May last, witha 


recommendation for its passage. The on at 
found that the commissioner of internal reve 


ein 
1585 expressed the opinion that spirits should be 
allowed to remain in distillery warehouses under 
certain restrictions until they are actually de- 
manded for consumption, and also that the law 
which fixes any other date isa disturbing element 
in the business of the producer. The actual de- 
mand for spirits, it is said, causes the greater por- 
tion to be withdrawn from the warehouses before 
they have remained there a year, and such, it is 
believed, will continue to be the case, The ways 
and means commiitee, in its report, says: 

“There are many distillers, mostly in the states 
of Kentucky, Maryland, Pennsylvania and Ten- 
nessee, who produce what are usually known as 
‘bourbon and rye whiskies.’ These spirits are im- 
proved by age. The older the spirit the better 
price it appears to bring in the market. In order 
to meet the requirements of tradeinthis class of 
spirits, subject to the internal revenue tax, on 
March 28, 1878, the time in which spirits might re- 
main in bonded warehouses, was extended to three 
years by a joint resolution of congress, 

“And the experience of the last three years has 
demonstrated the fact thatthe demands of con- 
sumers have not been such asto enablethe dis- 
tillers of these classes of spirits to withdraw their 
entire stock upon payment of tax within the three 
years, and, asa result, there are now about ten 
million gallons held on storage in foreign coun- 
tries, to which they heve been exported under 
section 3330 of the revised statutes of the United 
States, and the act of June 9, 1874.”’ 

It will be remembered that a similar meas- 
ure was reported from the ways and means 
committee three years ago, and was defeated 
in the house. Mr. Randall was conspicuous 
in bringing about this defeat, and since that 
time the whisky ring has made every effort 
possible to destroy his influence. 

The ring failed to get its bill through the 
house, but, by means of bribery and other 
forms of corruption, it managed to control 
the commissioner of internal revenue and 
other government officials, and there has 
never been a day since that time that the 
distillers have not been using, without in- 
terest, millions of dollars belonging to the 
people. 

In order to evade the payment of the tax, 
they have even gone so far as to export their 
whisky, and, according to the dispatch which 
we have quoted from the trade organ, they 
have now on storage in foreign countries 
about ten million gallons, a_ transaction 
which keeps nine million] dollars ont of 
the treasury. Brother Watterson should 
have the trade organ suppressed for telling 
the truth.

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The Naval Stores Business. 
The Naval Stores Manufacturers’ 


tive association of Georgia, of which Mr. C. 
BD, Turwociicad Ib secretary aul treasu rer, nas 


issued a circular which ought to be of con- 
siderable interest not only to producers in 
this state but to producers in other states. 
It seems that there is some difference be- 
tween the association, which is made up of 
producers, and the factors in Savannah. 
Shortly after the success of the producers’ 
committee before the railroad commission 
in securing more favorable rates, the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western railway company 
announced that they would charge the L.C. L. 
rate on less than carload lots of spirits of tur- 
pentine. The rate is from three to four times 
as great as on carload lots, and the Savan- 
nah factors hastened to make a great outcry 
over it, and even went so far as to charge the 
association of producers with the responsi- 
bility of this high rate. 

The factors appear to be a very tough lot 
of citizens, all things considered, for they 
seemed to forget that the commission, which 
is responsible for this differential rate, would 
change it promptly the moment it was dis- 
covered that the railroads were taking ad- 
vantage of the smaller producers. In spite 
of the hue and cry that hasbeen raised, the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railway sus- 
pended its order and did not collect the in- 
creased rate ina single shipment while the 
order was in force. 

This whole business seems to be the result 
of an effort on the part of interested persons 
to destroy the influence of the producers’ as- 
sociation. Therecan be no doubt that this 
effort will prove to-be a failure, for the asso- 
ciation has pledged itself to bring about va- 
rious reforms that will largely benefit pro- 
ducers, 


The Latest Pension Grab. 


From all parts of the country come indig- 
nant protests against the dependent pension 
bill which recently passed both houses by an 
overwhelming majority. 

The consequences of this bill are enough 
to stagger not only the economist but every 
patriotic citizen. Loose estimates claim that 
this bill would call for the payment of from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000 a year,swelling our 
annual pension payments to about $150,000, - 
000. 

This sweeping measure places upon an 
equality with the deserving veteran the 
skulker, the hospital rat, and the bummer, 


eg lhe very rubbish of the army will come in, 


and the temptation to commit fraud and 
perjury will be simply irresistible. 

We are not yet sufficiently under the con- 
trol of the communists to indorse this unjust 
and wasteful scattering of the con- 
tents of the national treasury. 
Should the president approve this bill 
it would mean the indefinite continuance of 
high war taxes, and general demoralization. 
But there is still hope that the president will 
veto the bill.

A morbid state of mind may account for 
Corbett’s melancholy, but there is enough in 
it to make any man hesitate before taking 
the life of a fellow being, even when he 
knows that. the law will justify him. Of 
course a case in which the mastering instinct 
of self-preservation leads a man to slay an- 
other stands on a peculiar and exceptional 
footing.

Green was formerly the great power in the 
stock of the Philadelphia and Reading railroad, 
and mapipulated it with much success. When she 
got tired of making money outof itshe sold ont 
and went into Louisville and Nashville. She is 
now said to be its heaviest stockholder, and she 
also practically owns the Georgia Central. During 
the late bull movement ia Louisville and Nashville 
sheissaid to have made $1,000,000. She bought 
stock heavily, and allthe brokers predicted that 
she would be a big loser when the smash came, 
but Mrs. Green held on. The bears took fright and 
came to her terms, and the old whaler’s daughter 
went off chuckling. 

Mrs. Green is said to dress as wellas an average 
washerwoman. She never wastes any money on 
paint or powder, and doesn’t pay $5 to hear Patti.

KILLED HIS MAN. 


A, B. CLARIDAY 15 SHOT DOWN 
WHILE RESISTING ARREST 


By the Bailiff of Cox's District at Mableton, Tuts- 
gay Afternoon—The 4ffair Shrouded in Mys- 
tery—The Batliff Was Cleared on the 
Ground of Self-Defense, Bte., Etc, 


W. B. Smith, alias A.B. Clariday, a white 
man, was shot and killed at Mableton, a station 
abcut fifteen miles from Atlanta on the Georgia 
Pacific railroad, by Jobn Allen, the bailiff of 
Cox's district, Tuesday afternoon. 

The first intelligence of the tragedy reached 
Atlanta yesterday. 

Clariday made his appearance in Mableton 
gbout the Ist of December, 156, and had the 
appearance of a tramp. He did not obtain any 
employ ment but lounged around the town in a 
shiftiess aud idle manner. It appears that 
the man was suspicioned of having 
stolen a shotgun from G. W. Felker, a colored 
man who lives near Mableton. John Allen, 
the bailiff, and the negro went to arrest Clar- 
jday. They traced him to the house of a far- 
mer named Stroud and discovered that he was 
about to leave Mableton. Clariday had made ar- 
rangements with S. A, Wilson and W. W. Sola- 
der, of Howell's mills, to move his household 
goods to that place, and gave them the shotgun 
for their trouble. When the bailiff and 
negro arzived at Stroud’s house, the bailiff ap- 
proached Clariday, and said: 

“Consider yourself under arrest. 

“What for:’’ asked Clariday. 

“For bigamy,” answered the bailiff, thinking 
to throw the prisoner off his guard. 

Clariday submitted to arrest, saying: “I 
want to do what is right, but I think you have 
mado a mistake.” 

In the meantime, the negro man from whom 
the gun had been stolen, had seen indications 
that convinced him that Clariday was the thief, 
and, calling the bailiff to one side, snid: ‘*Mr. 
Allen, that's the man who stole my gun.” 

lien, the bailiff, not being satisfied that 
Clariday was the man wanted, left the pris- 
oner in charge of Mr. Stroud while he went 
out to talk with Wilson and _  Rolader, 
who had the = gun in their pos- 
session. After coaversing with — these 
men, and questioning them as to the manner 
in which they came into possession of the gun, 
and learning that fhe gun had been given 
them by Clariday in licu of money to haul his 
household goods from Mableton to Howell's 
mills, the bailiff called Felker to him and 
asked him to give a description of the gi 
The description given tallied with the 
gun that Clariday had given Wilson and 
Rolader. The bailiff, then becoming satisfied 
that he had the 1ight man, returned to Stroud’s 
house, and appreaching Clariday, took hold of 
him, saying: 

“Well, I will have to go through you.” 

As Allen did so, Clariday drew back 
struck the bailii! a terrific “Slew in 
face with his fist, followiug

bailiff was dazed and called to Stroudfora 
stick, the spectators all the time crying out to

“Don't hit him. He will surrender.” 

Clariday then stuck his hand in his pocket 
as iffor a weapon, at the same time advancing 
on the bailith, who was hemmed inthe corner 
of a fence Which runs around Stroud’s hionse, 
The bailiff then called to Stroud to hand him 
his picto], which was done, Clariday still ad- 
vancing with his hand ia his pocket and curs- 
ing the bailiff in a terrible manner 

The bailii? ordered him to take his‘hand out 
of his pocket and surrender, or he would shoot. 
Clariday took no heed of this warning, bat be- 
came still more threatening in his manner, 
when fhe bailiff fired, the shot taking effect im 
Claziday’s left hip. Clariday, succeeding by that 
time in getting his hand free, clasped both 
hands on ibe wound, exclaiming: ~ 

“D—n you: you have shot me, a 
will kill you!” 

He then immediately drew avery large open 
knife from his pocket, and still continued to 
advance, the baili if all the time retraating and 
begging the man to put up his knife and sur- 
rencer, saying: 

“T do not want to hurt you.” 

Other persons present also begged him to 
surrender, and if possible prevent bloodshed. 

Clariday stooped down and picked up a goo1- 
sized rock, and, rushing on the bailiff, attempt- 
ed to hit him withit. The bailiff dodged the 
rock, still retreating and trying to get out of 
his cramped position. After falling back some 
forty yards, the bailiff made a final stand, de- 
manding Clariday to surrender or he would 
Throwing back his hat, Clariday 
cried out, pointing to his forehead : 

“Put it there, put it there. I would rathor 
die first.” 

The bailiff took Clariday at his word, 
and fired, the ball striking him in the stomach. 

Clariday fell and died in a few moments. 

A preliminary investigation was held late 
Tuesday afternoon, by the justice of the dis- 
trict, who, after hearing the testimony of wit- 
nesses of the tragedy, acquitted Allen on the 
ground of self-defense. Clariday was buried 
at Mableton yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

There seems tobe a good deal of mystery 
surrounding the dead man. At one place he 
gave his name as W. 8B. Smith, 
and at another place as A. > BS. 
Clariday. From papers found on the 
body it is learned ihat he was at one time in 
business at Red Oak, Campbell county. No 
one could tellif he had any relatives living 
or, if so, where. It was stated, though, that 
he was @ married man but had separated from 
his family. 

Three trunks were found at Stroud’s house 
belonging to the dead man, and in one of them 
was found a lot of calico and about half abolt 
of cassimere. One watch and chain,two pocket- 
books containing $23.80, one box containing 
sixty postal cards and one hundred two-cent 
stamps. one deck of cards,one comb and a bunch 
of keys, one of them being a West Point rail- 
road switch key, were found on his body. 

After the information of the killing of 
Clariday had been received in the city, it was 
ascertained that the dead man had relatives 
residing in Atlanta, A CONSTITUTION 
reporter learned late last night 
that the dead man was a_ brother 
Mr. Clariday, of bookbinding fame in the city. 
and also of Dr. Clariday, a prominent citizen of 
Troup county. He was also related to W. M. 
Smith, who represented Troup county in the 
State senate about the year 1880.

One day an old man named Coxwell 
shot ‘Turner and the wounded maa 
ceme near dying. The excuse for the 
shooting was an alleged assault upon Coxwell's 
daughter, Coxwell claiming that he came upon 
Turner unexpectedly and witnessed the as- 
fault. Turner recovered and Coxwell had a 
peace warrant issued for him. Turner left the 
country. He returned, however, and 
threatened dire destruction to the 
whole Coxwell neighborhood.

A BIG FIND IN LUMPKIN. 


The “Preacher’’Mine Turns Out Some of 
the Richest Ore Ever Found in Georgia. 
From the Dahlonega, Ga., Signal. 

Some excitement was created on Tuesday by 
a rich find at the “Preaeher” gold mine, work- 
ed by Messrs. J. L. Wallace and Robert Howell. 
The mine bas been paying ae ged all the 
time these tlemen have charge of it, 
but when the wor: man in the big, deep shaft 
called out to the other workmen above him 
that be had struck it they knew what he mean’, 
and a few of them went down to where he was. 
It was certainly a magnificent sight. Betore 
their eyes was a few small rocks literally filled 
with gold, the, brightness of which almost daz 
zled their eyes. They soon made it known and 
about balf a peck of the ore was brought up 
and put into a mortar and with a pestie tae 
gold was pounded out of the rock. Oat of one 
of the rocks about the size of a large tura'p, 
113 pennyweights; mostly in nuggets, were got- 
ten out. From the balance of the rock 82 pen- 
nyweights were gotten, making in all 195 pen- 
nyweights of pure gold from less than a peck 
of quartz, Thequarz was solid and of a rose 
color, One of the nuggets was as large asa 
pullet’s egg. 

Of course the news of the discovery was not 
long in reaching the city and a large number 
went out tothe mine, One look at the bright, 
shining gold caused a broad smile to overspread 
their faces. Those who could not go out to the 
mine waited until Mr. Wallace came to the 
city and then most everybody had to take a 
lock at it. It was a sight seldom seen and one 
that caused old miners to call to memory the 


' ecenes in California away back in the forties. 


Colonel R. H. Moore, who is probably the old- 
est and most experienced miner in this county, 
saysthat he never before witnessed a find 
equal to this one. Mr. Wallace has mined in 
the far west and has few equals as a miner. 
He says he does not remember of ever seeing so 
much gold come from such a small amount of 
re. Mr. Howell is a first class miner, and the 
uceess of the mins is largely due to his un- 
iring efforts. 

The mine is owned by Rev. H. S. Reese, of 
“oweta county, this state, but is controlled by 
Messrs. Moore, Wallace and Howell. 

A reporter of the Signal visited the mine on 
Wednesday. He found everybody hard at 
work... Everything was going on smoothly, 
ind seme fine ore was being taken out, but not 
0 rich as that of the previous day. There isa 
arge amcuut ofzore ready for the mill,which is 
ing repaired. The value of the ore on hand 
5 cstimat at about 3100 per ton. 

Tlie mine is situated about half a mile from 
he court house, an is within the incorporate 
imits of the city. There isa tunnel 220 feet 
ong that taps the vein about 65 feet from tho 
op of the ground. The vein goes downward 
t an angie of about 45 degrees, and 
vas been worked to a depth of 90 feet. 
“rem the top of the ground to the bottom of 
he shaft it is about 110 feet. The reporter of

where he could see for himself the streaks of 
gold in the rock. He was hauled up after ask- 
ing what seemed to be a thousand questions, 
and came near ruining his Sunday suit of 
clothes by being bumped against the irt wal 
sevelal times.

rrofessor Sherwood, of Chicago, who is tne 
finest mineralogist that ever visited Dahlone- 
ga, and who has been here for six months map- 
ping out mining belts, and taking observations 
was asked by a reporter what he thought of 
the mines of this county. He replied: 

“Well, I will tell you my candid opinion. I 
have been in many gold producing states, but 
outside of a few counties in the western states 
I bave never seen a county to excel yours in 
the production of gold. After ashort while in 
your county I was favorably impressed with it, 
and I have said repeatedly and I am confideat 
that I am right, that in these rugged hills 
around Dahlonega there is gold in immense 
quantities, and it only needs wor® to bring it 
ont.” 

The professor was full of good words for this 
county and expressed in enthusiastic terms his 
admiration of the people. He farther said that 
a short time would find the mines on a boom 
the like of which was never known in this 
county.

COREAN BELIEFS. 


Cueer Superstitions of the People—Scaring 
the Cholera God. 

When cholera was raging in Corea last sum- 
mer it was supposed to have been arrested by 
the.successful efforts of the people in firing 
guns at the cholera god (or devil), writes a 
Seoul correspondent of the San Francisco 
Chronicle. The disease did stop its ravages 
very suddenly, and if the masses had faith 
enough in their method of treating it to carry it 
out faithfully it is but natural to suppose that 
they would ascribe the successful results to 
their vigorous treatment. Recently three sol- 
diers doing duty at the palace lost their hair in 
a mysterious way, and as the same experience 
has since fallen to others it has caused great 
consternation. The hair is worn ina little knot 
on top of the head. The knotisasign of man- 
hood, as all boys and unmarried men wear their 
hair in a braid down their backs. It is first put 
up when the young man is betrothed, and is 
ever afterward tended with great care. To 
Jose this coil isa sad affliction, but the unac- 
countable manner in which men are now losing 
their hair becomes a cause of national anxiety 
and shame,as well as distress to the individual. 
As the occurrence is still taking p!ace and no 
visible cause can be discovered, it has been as- 
cribcd to an evil spirit. Consequently the ar- 
tillery is again called into requisition and the 
music of the Gatling gun is cnough to lead one 
to suppose the city to be in a state of seige. 
This may seem to be a trifling matter, yet great 
crises have arisen from no greater causes. 
Should, for instance, these occurrences be as- 
cribed to the disgust of the gods with his peo- 
ple (Coreans) for associating with short-haired 
foreigners, the intelligent, broad-minded king 
and progressive party woukl have trouble in 
restraining the masses from doing violence to 
the people whom they believe to be bringing 
disgrace with their presence in the country. 

For three years past the harvests bave been 
very poor. Extrawagance in purchasing for- 
eign articles and establishing modern instita- 
tions has plunged the government into a state 
of indebtedness that can only be relieved by 
opening up the marvelous mineral wealth of 
the country. This could not be done, however, 
at once; and in the meantime the prospects for 
a gooa harvest during the past season were very 
poor for awhbile,and at the same time thou- 
sands were dying from cholera. The people 
began to talk among themselves, and it was 
readily remembered that the poor harvest, in- 
cebtedness, ziots, etc., had all happened since 
the advent of foreigners and the conclusion of 
treaties. It was not strange, then, that the ill- 
luck was all ascribed to the strange westerners, 
and it might have gone ill with us had not the 
cholera- god n scared away and the rains 
checked by the efforts of the people. As it is, 
such a rich harvest has not been had for years, 
and as matters, political and social, are all look- 
ing up, the reputation of foreigners has been 
saved, | 

The queen dowager is not particularly fond of 
outsiders,and seems afraid of their evil infla- 
ence.

THEY HAVE COME BACK. | 


THECOUNCILCOMMITTEE RETURNS 
FROM AMERICUS. 


Hon, C. A. Collier, Mayor Pro Tem., Hon. W. A. 
Hemphill and Hon, I. 8S. Mitchell, of the 
General Council, Return from Ameri- 
cus and Submit Their Report. 


The general council convened in called ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon in the council cham- 
ber. The call was made in order that the 
committee which went to Americus relative to 
the state fair could make a report. 

Messrs. Collier, Hemphill and Mitchell, of 
the general council, who went to Americus as 
a committee to represent the city council be- 
fore the State Agricultural society, and to ask 
for the permanent location of the state fair in 
Atlanta, returned yesterday. 

Mr. Collier, who is 
tem. in the absence of Mayor 
Cooper, called a meeting of the city 
council at four o’clock to consider the situa- 
tion. After calling the council to order, Mr. 
Collier said that the committee had gone to 
Americus in pursuance of instructions; that 
they had laid before the executive committee 
of the State Agricultural society At- 
lanta’s proposition with this variation: 
They had asked for estimates as to what 
buildings similar to those in Macon would cost. 
The estimate was given at $9,400. As the city 
council had offered $20,000 Mayor Collier 
stated that the committee thought it best not 
to put any limit on the offer, but simply to 
offer to build suitable buildings and have 
the grounds and buildings ready 
for the annual fair of 1887. On this proposi- 
tion the vote was thirteen to six in favor of 
Macon. Mayor Collier explained this vote by 
saying the executive committee is made up of 
three delegates from each congressional dis- 
trict and of the executive ofticers of the society. 
As the meeting is held this year in 
Americus, the members of the committee 
from the northern part of the state did not at- 
tend and those from the southern part of the 
state werein attendarce. Four members of 
the committee are from the city of Macon, and 
all of them were present. Mr. Collier added 
that he was certain the sentiment of the socie- 
ty at large was in favor of Atlanta; that the 
committee had received dispatches on its way 
home, asking if Atlanta would continue her 
offer in ease the fair could be secured for At- 
lanta on alternate years. Mayor Collier stated 
that be had called the council together to con- 
sider the proposition. Mr. Angier asked to 
hear from Mr. Grady, who was present, to rep- 
resent the Driving Park association. Mr. 
Grady stated that the park company was going 
ahead to buy and improve its grounds anyhow, 
irrespective of the state fair, and that it had 
simply offered the city the use of its grounds 
to assist the city in securing the fair. It 
would proceed at once to buy the grounds, 
grade a mile track, build a club house and 
stables. Its members would, of course, 
be willing to extend the same offer to the city 
for a fair on alternate years as for every year. 
Mr. Grady added that the Driving Park asso- 
ciation would have spring and fall racing, and 
that arrangements wer: being perfected to put 
it in a regular racing circuit, He had no sug- 
cestion to offer to the council, but thought 
Atian‘a had better take the fairon alternate 
years, as that was probably as often as it-could 
be made largely successful in either section of 
the state. 

Mr. Hemphill moved that the authorities of 
the State Agricultural society be notified that 
A.lanta continues her viier, Which was suo- 
mitted on Tuesday night; provided the State 
Agricultural society would agree 
to hold the state fair in 
Atlanta and Macon on alternate years, and 
provided this offer was either accepted or re- 


mayor pro 


jected at the present meeting of the State Agri- 


cuitural society. . 

Mr. Nelson thought it would be better to do 
this than to have an independent fair, as had 
been suggested, but many believed Atlanta 
could inaugurate a fair of her own 
for every fall. If an arrangement could 
be mace with the state society, he thought it 
would be much better, and he would vote for 
the resolution, 

Mr. Bell“called for the yeas and nays, and 
the vote was then taken. 

Every member of the aldermanic board voted 
for the resolution. 

Every member of the council voted for it 
except Messrs. Boynton, Allen and Bell. 

Immediately upon adjournment of council, 
Mayor Pro Tem. Collier sent a dispatch to the 
State Agricultural society announcing the 
action the council had taken, The exccutive 
committee of the State Agricultural society led 
the committee of the council tg believe that 
Atlanta’s offer would he accepted if the fair 
could be given in Macon one year and in 
Atlanta the next. 

It is not certain what wiil be done.
